Regency Council that in future whenever it was proposed to take into the 
State service any person not beings a native of the State, a reference must 
be made to tlie Vice-President, llegency Council. This order does not, 
however, refer to the enlistment of Sepoys in the State Military Force 
and of Constables in the Police Force or to the appointment of Mal'uls 
in the Philkhana and of menials. 

17. Resettlement. — During the year under report Terijes (Records 
of rights) supported by maps were distributed to the Jotedars and tlie 
various grades of under-tenants on the completion of the Settlemep-t opi'ra- 
tions. Tlie Revenue rolls of the whole State were revised in '^confoiniily 
with the Briddhi Jama lists supplied by the Settlement Department and 
the collection of revenue was made accordingly from the commencement 
of the year. Rents were also collected by the superior land-lords from 
their under-tenants in accordance with the Terijhs supplied to them. 
Si'ijut Karali Cliaran Ganguli, Deputy Magistrate and Deputy ('ollectri', 
whose services had been lent to the State by the dGovgrnment of Bengal 
in 1920 reverted during the year to Government service leaving the charge 
of the Settlement Department with Srijut Himadribullabh Biswas, Nail) 
Ahilkar, who was placed under the control of the Revenue Officer qf the 
State. 

18. Extension of the supply of Electrical current in the Town of 
Gooch Behar. — A provision of Us. 1,57,000 was made in Electrical 
Department Budget for 1927-28 to meet the cost of Mr. Eastgate’s

I HA^E Mio iionoiy to Riibmit th.; Annuiil Report for 1927-2S 
of the Depurtiiieiils under my cliar^e. I am glad to he able to report a steady 
improvement and ]>rogn,s,s in all Departments, 

Perhaps the chief accomplishiw'nt of the year is the coinjdetion of the 
w ork of tlie Salarit's Committee w hich has res\ilt(Hl in an increase in pay for 
all officials and a metliodicJifarrang(mient of pay on the basis of an animal time- 
scale. 1 trust this improvement in tlie prospimts of the officials w'ill tend to 
improve tin; efficiency of the Administration generally. 

Steady progress has lieen made in the programme which the Council has 
set themselves to accomplish in the Pmblic Works Dcfsirtment. The first one 
or two years are .naturally years of slow progress but there is now a veia' 
definite accomplislimemt in our labours and on all sides tliere is evidence of a 
greatly improved town. I calculate that still another three to four y«sirs are 
required Jo complete all the more necessary buildings in the Sudder and in the 
Sub-divisions. 

I am not referring in detail this year to the works that have been completed 
or are in progress, In my next report I hope to be able to give Your Highne.ss 
a list which will in itself show the very satisfactory progress that is being 
made. 

The question of the improvement of communications is a source of anxiety 
to the Council. For many years past the roiuls have been allowed to lapse into 
disrepair. This is having a very adverse effect on “H its” and ‘’Melas” and 
i*> a cause of recurring and increasing loss of revenue to the State. Council 
hope to liave a definite programme to remedy this defect next year. 

Another matter of anxiety to the Council is the fear of epidemics in the 
State, especially of small-pox land cholera. With Y’our Higliness’ concurrence 
a new Health Department was inaugurated from the Ist October 1927 and in 
its very first year otexistence that Department has had to combaj; a serious 
epidemic of atnall-pox and a still more serious epidemic of cholera. This 
tragedy has, tliroui^ misfortvuie, given the new Department very early and 
practical experience of its onerous duties, which I trust will be, of much bene- 
fit in the future to the people of Your Highness’ State. 

It is ‘evident that the question of good drinking water during the hot 
months preceding tto rains is a m»t,ter which requires very 'special, attention 
and 1 have alr^dy issued neceseary’instruetfens to enable me during* the com- 
ing cold weather to take steps to meet this fbfim^oy. 
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Your Highness will have noted from the Budget that the finances of tiie 
State are in a satisfactory condition and the Council hios been able this year, 
w'itli the help of the Executive Hoads of the various Departments, to transform 
a deficit budget into a satisfactory surplus budget. We are unable, however, 
at present to anticipate any considerable savings as there are still many ex- 
pensive projects to accomplish, all of Which are very necessary for tlie improve- 
ment of the State and for the welfare of the subjects of the State. Keeping 
steadily to a methodical and logical programme, it is hoped that. the M inority 
Administration will be able to complete all these projects and to handover to 
His Highness, when he comes of age, a State with its institution^ up to date.

The area of land under jute cultivation during the year was 29,203 
acres against 43,000 acres of the previous year. The outturn of the crop was 
estimated to be 12 annas. The cultivators 'could not derive much benefit 
from the crop owing to its low price in the market. The outturn of tobacco 
and mustard seed was normal. 

25. Public Srnall-pox and cholera prevailed in severe epidemic 

form during the year in many parts of tlie State. Prompt and vigorous 
steps were taken by the Medical Department of the State to cope with the 
diseases but tliere has been a regrettably high mortality. Steps are being 
taken to try and prevent similar epidemics in future and a thorough survey is 
being made with a view to improving the drinking water. Except for these 
epidemics the liealtli of the people has been generally good.

80. Civ 'd Prisonei's.— There was no civil prisoner in the Jail at the 
hi'giniiing of the year. Seven were admitted during the year from the Sadder 
coiVts, 2 from Tufangunj, 1 from Mathahhanga and 1 from Dinhata Sub-Jail 
making a total of 11 civil prisoners. Of these, 10 were released leaving one at 
the close of the year. 

The daily average number was 1 19 as compared with O' 18 in the previous 
year. 

81. Lunatics . — There was one criminal lunatic at the beginning of the 
year. Two susj)ected criminal lunatics u’ere admitted, one from the Sudder 
fuid one from the Mekligitnj Sub-division. All the 3 remained in custody at 

•the close ot the yeai\ 

One of the lunatics, Tullu Das, having been declared by the Medical 
Officer to have become sane and capable of making his defence, wjis placed on 
trial under section 302 Indian Penal Code but was ac(juitted on the ground of 
insanity by the Sopsions Judge. He is to be detained in the Jail under medical 
observation for a further period of one year. 

82. Emploifmeni of Prisoners . — 'the average number of convict officers 
employed during the year was 12'77 as compared with 10‘57 in the previous year. 
Of the 12'77 cojvict officers, convict warders represent 2 per cent and convict 
overseers p'77 per cent.

Oil* pressing.— 21 S mannds 10 seers 8 chataks of mustard seeds and 
8 niaunds 10 seers 8 chataks of Til seeds were pressed in 
the Timl)er hand mills of the Jail during the year yielding 85 
maunds 8^ cliataks of oil and J82 maunds 15 seers 12 chataks of 
oil-cake as compared with 412 maunds 30 seera and 1 2 chataks 
of mustard seeds and 9 maunds and 35 seers of Til seeds yielding 
an outturn of 133 maunds 28 seers and 11 chataks of oil 
and 270 mauacj| 38 seers and 4 clmtaks of oil-cake in the previous 
yei\r.

The number of pupils on the rolls of the 4 Sub-divisional High English 
Schools on the Slst March, 1928, was 907 against 870 on the corresponding 
date of the previous year, showing an increase of H7 pupils. In detail this 
represents an increase of 20 pupils in the Mekligunj, 1 in the Dinhata and 20 
in the Tufangunj schools and a decrease of 4 in the Mathabhanga School. 

The average daily attendance in these schools was 82* 1 per cent of the 
average number on the. roll as compared with 84‘ 5 per cent in the previous 
.year. The number of English-reading pupils increased from 684 to 687. Of 
tlic total number of 907 pupils, 739 were Hindus, 156 Mahomedans, 4 
Christians and 8 of other^communities as compared with 704 Hindus, 148 
Mahomedans, 6 Cliristians and 13 of other communities in the previous year. 
The number of Cooch Behari pupils in these schools was 355 or 39- 1 per cent 
against 39 per cent in the previous* year. 

The total expenditure on thope Schools was Rs. 33,709, of which 
Rs. 13,501 was mpt from the State, Rs. 14,017 from fees and Rs. 6,191 from 
other sources. The corresponding figures in the preceding year were 
Rs. 31,984, 13,494, Rs. 14,313 and Rs. 4,177. The total expenditure in- 

creased bjf Rs. 1,725 which was mainly due to the fact that almost the full 
amount sanctioned under ‘’Establishment” was drawn during the year. The 
fee receipts in these schools decreased by Rs. 296 and the Mekligunj and the 
Tufangunj schools worked at a deficit, to make up which the interest on their 
invested funds had to be drawn on. 

The Sub-divisional High English Schools had a sound financial basis, as 
the invested funds to their credit shxid at Rs. 64,350-12-10 on the Slst March, 
1928 The Secretaries had also a cash balance of Rs. 3,936-5-5 at the end of 
the year.

Tt will 1)(‘ seen from the above table that the total miniber of pupils on 
Ibe rolls of:j!4ie 13 Model Scliools on the 31st March last was 903 against 823 
in the piRwious year, showing an increase of 80 pu[)ils. The average daily 
attendance also improved from 517 to 512. Tlie pfU’CvUitago of attendance was 
70*9 cagainst 72*1 in the previous year. 

Of the total number of 903 pupils in the Model Schools, 623 were Hindus 
and 280 MahomcMlans against 533 Hindus and 290 Mahomedans in the 
previous year. The Hindu pupils increased by 90, while the Mahomedan 
pupils decreased by 10. 

The total expenditure for the maintenance of these 13 sclmols amounted 
during the year under report to lla. 9,147 towards which the State contributed 
Rs. 7,505 and Rs. 1,642 was met from School fees. The corresponding 
figures for the preceding year were Ils. 7,735, Rs. 6,174 and Rs. 1,561. The 
total expenditure increased by Rs. 1,412 of which the State's share was 
Rs. 1,831 and the peoples' share Rs. 81. The ineniase in the State’s share 
was due to the revision of pay of the teachers of the ModeJ Schools on the 
recommendations of the Salaries Committee.

Ihe 
peJcmtage of attcnJlance was 84 9 agmnst 77'2 in the preceding y.ear. ^ Of the 
total nuniher of pupils 519 were Hindus and 202 Mahomedans against 496 
Hindus and 214 Mahomcdan^ in the preceding year. 

The exitenditure on these Schools during the year under report amount- 
ed to Its 4 386 of which Rs. 2,738 was paid from the State and Rs. 1,648 was 
found from local sources.

(luring the year in the number of Hospitals and Dispensaries in tlie State. 

203. Attendance of Patients. — Table ‘‘O’’ shows the attendance of patients 
at each of the Hospitals and Dispensaries. The total number of out-patients 
treated was 67,539 against 56,210 in the previous year showing an increase of 
1329 out-patients. 

The Spleen Index Register kept in the Sudder Hospital showed tliat out of 
2,153 children examined, 222 had enlarged spleens. The percentage of spleen 
rases was thus 10 2S showing a godtl year as regai'ds malaria in the town. The 
Spleen Index lU\gister kept in the other Hospitals and Dispensaries of the 
State showed that out of 5,562 cliildren examined 1,837 had enlarged spleen, 
'riie percejitage of spleen cases was thus 33 27, showing a bad year as regards 
malaria in the Mofussil. 

The total number of in-patients treated in the various Hospitals was 1,436 
against 1,616 in tlie previous y('ar. 

Tlicwe was a considerable} reduction in admissions from the Military and 
ilie Police. 

. The percentage of deaths amongst in-patients was 6 67 against 1163 in the 
])revious year. ^ 

The total number of patients treated in the Rajmata Cottage 
Hospital was 2S agfiinst 22 in th(‘ previous year. A sum of Rs. 185 was 
vfvilised as Hospital charges against Rs. 247 in tlie previous year. The

One hundred and two cases of surgical operations were jicrformed at the 
hospital as well as at owners’ residencies.

The wnount reniiUcd out of th(' arrwir dethand rRs 4, 85iJ) toother witli 
the amount written off out of the current demand (Rs. 6!?2) makes a total of 
Rs 6 891 on account of remissions granted during the year which is only 
22 'per cent of the total demand of Rs 23,43,498. The remissions were due to 
diluvion of lands, acquisition of lands for public purposes and other miscella- 
neous causes. 

9. The total number of Jotes shewn on the Revenue Roll was 26728 
against 25613 of the previous year. There was thus an increase of 216 Jotes 
due as usual to settlement of Khas lands, and resettlement of Khas and 
relinquished Jotes. 8606 Jotes were adverti.sed for sale for arfears Of revenue, 
out of which 738 were actually sold. The number of cases in which sales 
were annulled was 172. The penalties realised amounted to Rs. 4,219-10-3 pies, 
of which Rs. 1,304-5-10 ])ies was paid to the auction purchasers under Sub- 
section 5 of Section XXVIl of the Revenue Sale Act. 

10. There were 1718 cases under the Public Remands Recovery Act 
of which 1360 Avere disposed of and 358 Temained pending at the close o£> 
the year under report. The recoveries by this procedure amounted to 
Rs. 1,12,618-0-6 pies against Its. 1,30,901 of the prcA'ious year. 

11. Camongoea.- T\\o Avork of the replacernent of certain* masonry 
pillars by ferroAv -concrete pillars, as reoomtnended by Colonel F. C. Hirst, 
iloundery Commissioner 1 1922-23) was practically completed during tlie year. 
Out of 266 pillars in all only one in tbe Sudder 8ub-division remained to be 
replaced at tlie close of the year. The annual inspection of the boundary 
pillars between Cooch Bcbar and Jalpaiguri and the repairs and reconstruction 
of pillars on the same boundary where nece.ssary had to be deferred owing to 
the delimitation work in re8j)ect of six strips formerly demarcated by Mr. Hart 
(1914) on the same boundary being taken n|»(iuring the year. The annual 
Inspection of the Cooch Behar — Assivm boundary together with repairs to and 
reconstruction of jdllars was duly completed. 

The number of cases which reinained.pending with tlm Canoongoes at the 
end of the previous year was 189 and 2, ,063 cases Avere made over to them for 
enquiry. The total number of cases for enquiry Avas thus 2,252 against 1,979 
of the previous year shewing an iuert'ase of 273 cases. Enquiries were com- 
pleted in 1910 cases, 47 cases were returned without enquiry and 296 cases 
remained ponding at the close of the year. I'lie following table shows the

It will be seen from flie above statc'ment that the collections in all the 
yub-divisions were very satisfactory. The increase of Rs. 6i,. 546 in the total 
polloctioiis was mainly due to the increased c insumption of Country spirit, 
tlanja and Opium.*
